Jectmen to give their recom-' 
mendation on the proposed 


sale.

dustry. Mr, Gillis and Mr. 
Irwin held that the Town 
had paid for a zoning survey 
and that the time had come 
to start considering the rea~ 
sons for the zones being 
laid out as they were. 

Chairman of the Board of 
Selectman Nicholas DeFelice, 
asked the Planning board 
menibers whether they did/’ 
not consider the land, on a 
highway and backed by a 
railroad, ideal industrial or 
business land, Mr. Gillis 
countered with, ‘Does the 
Ford Agency intend to use 
the RR?” 

The land, hetween Patsy’s 
farm and the Town Park, 
already purchased by the 
agency, once belonged to the 
farm, It Was sold a few years 
ago to a’man who wanted 
to construct a waste paper 
processing firm there, The 
new zoning laws prohibited 
such use and the land has 
lain idle since.
